Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  annual  report  upon  the  health, 
vital  statistics  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Bedford  Rural  District 
for  the  year  1951. 

From  the  vital  statistics  available  in  the  report,  it  can  be  seen  that 
the  birth  and  death  rates  for  the  district  are  lower  than  those  for  England 
and  Wales.  The  infant  mortality  rate  nearly  approximates  to  the  national 
figure,  while  it  is  again  satisfying  to  record  that  no  maternal  deaths 
occurred  throughout  the  year. 

With  regard  to  infectious  disease : the  incidence  of  most  infections 
was  lower  this  year  than  last.  Two  cases  of  paratyphoid  fever  were 
notified  in  July  in  association  with  other  cases  which  were  occurring  at 
about  the  same  time  outside  the  county,  but  despite  intensive  enquiry 
the  cause  of  the  infection  was  not  ascertained.  An  outbreak  of  food 
poisoning  occurred  towards  the  end  of  the  year  one  case  being  notified 
in  the  Bedford  Rural  District.  Here,  too,  the  source  was  outside  the 
county,  but  the  cause  was  ascertained  and  prompt  action  brought  the 
outbreak  to  a close. 

As  in  previous  years,  housing  remains  the  chief  problem  in  Public 
Health;  and  with  the  average  age  of  the  population  steadily  rising,  more 
provision  will  be  required  for  the  older  age  groups.  This  is  a long  term 
problem  which  will  increase  in  the  future,  but  present  policy  can  help 
to  meet  the  future  needs  before  the  position  becomes  acute. 

In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  thank  the  officials  of  the  District 
Council  and  the  staff  for  their  help  and  co-operation.

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SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA 


The  principle  occupations  of  the  District  are  associated  with  agriculture  as  the  area 
is  very  fertile.  Most  of  the  land  is  arable;  but  there  is  also  considerable  pasture  land 
upon  which  dairy  herds  and  other  livestock  are  reared,  while  market  gardening  supports  a 
small  proportion  of  the  population.  Established  industries  include  the  brickworks  at 
Stewartby  and  Kempston  Hardwick,  leather  dressing  at  Harrold  and  Odell,  and  flour 
milling  along  the  River  Ouse.  Industries  of  the  Borough  of  Bedford  and  Rushden  and 
District  give  employment  to  the  residents  of  nearby  villages  in  this  Rural  District. 

A new  project  is  the  agricultural  research  establishment  at  Sharnbrook,  but  its  effect 
on  the  neighbouring  district  is  not  yet  very  pronounced. 

The  National  Aeronautical  Establishment  within  the  area  is  having  a more  noticeable 
influence  on  the  social  conditions  of  the  area  in  that  it  is  employing  a very  large  number  of 
workmen  who  are  mainly  displaced  persons  living  in  hostels,  although  a certain  propor- 
tion of  them  are  being  drawn  from  local  trades.  This  proportion  is  at  present  employed 
principally  on  works  of  construction  and  presumably  will  be  in  the  area  for  some  years. 
The  anticipated  permanent  population  has  not  yet  settled  in  the  District  on  account  of 
housing  shortage,  but  the  first  housing  project  for  this  establishment  was  commenced 
during  the  year,  and  comprises  132  houses  in  the  village  of  Clapham.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

FOR  THE  AREA 


1.  LABORATORY  FACILITIES 

A new  Public  Health  Laboratory  has  been  set  up  in  the  grounds  of  the  Bedford 
General  Hospital,  North  Wing.  The  service  provided  is  under  the  direction  of  the  Medical 
Research  Council  acting  for  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  is  free  of  charge  to  the  Local 
Authority. 

One  of  the  main  functions  of  this  Service  is  to  co-operate  with  General  Practitioners 
and  Medical  Officers  of  Health  in  the  diagnosis,  prevention,  and  control  of  infectious 
diseases.  For  these  purposes  the  laboratory  will  undertake  the  examination  of  material, 
e.g.,  throat  swabs,  sputa,  faeces,  urine  and  blood  from  any  patient  suspected  to  be  suffering 
from  a communicable  infection,  or  of  being  a carrier.  All  General  Practitioners  in  the 
district  have  been  acquainted  of  these  facihties. 


2.  AMBULANCE  FACILITIES 

The  service  provided  by  the  Bedfordshire  County  Council  has  satisfactorily  met  the 
needs  of  the  area.  It  covers  the  full  twenty-four  hours,  and  is  free  of  charge. 

In  addition  to  moving  emergency  cases,  ambulance  or  sitting-case  car  transport  is 
available  for  carrying  patients  unable  to  travel  by  other  means  to  and  from  Hospitals  and 
Clinics,  when  attendance  is  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  medical  treatment. 

Except  in  the  case  of  an  emergency,  the  request  for  an  ambulance  must  be  made  by 
a Medical  Practitioner  or  other  authorised  person.  This  should  be  to  the  nearest  depot. 

Out  patients  of  Hospitals  using  public  transport  are  reimbursed  their  travelling 
expenses  by  the  Hospital  Authorities. 

The  service  now  also  covers  the  removal  to  isolation  hospitals  of  patients  suffering 
from  infectious  disease.

SANITARY  CONDITION  OF  THE  AREA 

1.  WATER  SUPPLY 

Since  1936  the  Council  has  supplied  water  in  pipes  in  every  Parish  in  the  District, 
the  distribution  system  being  capable  of  affording  main  water  to  all  but  5 per  cent  of  the 
total  population,  the  small  number  excluded  being  those  residing  in  outlying  and  isolated 
premises  for  which  a piped  supply  is  economically  impracticable.  This  existing  scheme 
comprises  a water  tower,  a pumping  station,  a small  booster  station  and  nearly  200  miles 
of  pipeline. 

Owing  to  greatly  increased  demand  during  and  since  the  war  the  Council  has  em- 
barked on  a major  scheme  of  augmentation  of  the  original  comprehensive  scheme  in 
order  to  make  provision  for  all  forseeable  long  term  requirements.  Three  water  towers 
have  been  practically  completed  and  a contract  has  been  let  for  main  laying  and  con- 
struction of  a new  pumping  station  and  two  new  booster  plants. 

The  Council’s  water  undertaking  is  entirely  distributive  both  as  regards  the  existing 
organisation  and  the  works  now  in  progress,  mentioned  above.  Water  is  purchased  in 
bulk  from  neighbouring  water  undertakings,  viz:  Bedford  Corporation,  Biggleswade 
Water  Board,  Ampthill  Rural  District  Council,  St.  Neots  Urban  District  Council, 
Rushden  and  Higham  Ferrers  Water  Board,  Kempston  Urban  District  Council  and,  as  a 
temporary  emergency  measure,  the  Ministry  of  Works,  who  supply  water  from  a war-time 
plant  situated  in  the  Parish  of  Sharnbrook.

Reports  on  Chemical  Analyses  and  Bacteriological  Examinations  made  during  the 
year  have  been  submitted  by  each  of  the  Water  Undertakings  concerned. 

In  each  case  the  results  revealed  a water  supply  which  was  pure,  wholesome  and 
suitable  for  drinking  and  domestic  purposes.  The  Analysts’  reports  do  suggest  that  in  the 
case  of  the  supplies  from  the  Rushden  and  Higham  Ferrers  Water  Board  and  St.  Neots 
U.D.C.  they  could  be  improved  by  softening. 

Quarterly  samples  for  bacteriological  examinations  were  taken  of  all  supphes  at 
various  points  in  the  distribution  area  and,  during  the  year,  satisfactory  results  were 
obtained,  the  standard  being  the  absence  of  bacillus  coli  in  100  c.c. 

Six  samples  of  private  supplies  were  taken  of  which  four  proved  unsatisfactory.  Of 
the  latter,  two  were  serving  cottages  since  condemned.  The  other  two  are  isolated 
premises  where  main  supplies  are  impracticable  and  the  occupiers  have  been  notified 
to  boil  all  drinking  water. 

The  water  supplied  by  the  Ampthill  Rural  District  Council  to  the  Parishes  of 
Stewartby  and  Wootton  is  plumbo-solvent  in  character,  and  the  use  of  lead  in  these 
Parishes  is  prohibited  by  the  Council’s  Bye-Laws.

2.  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


Only  five  Villages — Clapham,  Stewartby,  Wymington,  Stevington  and  Shortstown 
— are  in  any  way  adequately  served  by  properly  constructed  sewers,  the  remainder  of  the 
District  being  either  unsewered  or  served  by  an  unsatisfactory  system  of  old  village  drains 
which  were  probably  laid  primarily  for  surface  water,  and  to  which  in  past  decades  foul 
drainage  connections  were  made  either  surreptitiously  or  otherwise. 

Most  of  these  old  sewers  discharge  eventually  into  ditches  and  are  accepted  by  the 
Council  as  open  sewers,  cleansing  thereof  being  undertaken  at  regular  intervals,  or  as 
occasion  demands. 

These  circumstances,  together  with  the  almost  universal  demand  for  improved 
sanitation  in  the  form  of  baths  and  water  closets,  have  made  the  Council’s  sewerage 
proposals  formulated  in  outline  during  the  last  war  a matter  of  considerable  urgency. 
The  importance  of  the  early  installation  of  new  sewerage  systems  in  many  parts  of  the 
District  is  closely  alHed  to  the  housing  requirements  of  the  area,  as  the  Council’s  housing 
proposals  may  be  influenced  by  the  absence  of  proper  drainage  facihties. 

The  negotiations  and  investigations  necessary  in  respect  of  Sewerage  Contract  No.  1 
were  completed  during  the  year  but  no  starting  date  has  yet  been  awarded  for  this  project. 

The  negotiations  with  the  St.  Neots  Urban  District  Council  for  a Joint  Scheme  of 
Sewerage  to  include  the  Eaton  Socon  area  have  not  yet  resulted  in  any  concrete  proposals 
and  at  the  moment  a modified  scheme  is  under  consideration,  the  purpose  being  to 
remove  or  modify  certain  difficulties,  mainly  financial,  being  encountered  by  the  Urban 
District  Council.  In  the  meantime,  that  part  of  the  Joint  Scheme  being  undertaken  by 
this  Council  in  Eaton  Ford  has  proceeded  satisfactorily,  if  somewhat  slowly,  during  the 
year. 


The  Council  continues,  in  spite  of  labour  difficulties,  to  empty  closet  pails  in  seven 
parishes  and  cesspools  once  a year  as  a free  service  in  the  whole  of  the  area  and,  in  addi- 
tion, a total  of  2,510  yards  of  open  sewers  were  cleansed  and  maintained.

3.  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 

The  conditions  described  under  Sewerage  and  Drainage  lead  to  certain  pollution  of 
ditches  and  streams  in  the  area,  but  these  are  under  a certain  measure  of  control  and 
showed  no  deterioration  during  the  year. 

No  specific  cases  of  river  or  stream  pollution  were  reported  during  the  year. 

4.  CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION 

In  those  villages  where  adequate  main  drainage  is  available,  dwelling  houses  are 
generally  fitted  with  water  closets  and  an  increasing  number  of  water  closets  is  being 
installed  in  the  other  parts  of  the  District,  in  which  case  they  are  either  connected  to  a 
cesspool  system  of  drainage  or  a small  purification  plant.  The  smaller  cottage  properties 
throughout  the  District  as  a whole  are  still  served  by  a system  of  dry  conservancy.  The 
Council  undertake  to  empty  pails  in  seven  parishes,  in  the  other  areas  disposal  being  the 
responsibihty  of  the  occupiers  who  bury  the  contents  in  their  gardens  or  other  land  avail- 
able to  them. 

5.  PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

The  Council  operates  a scheme  of  refuse  collection  by  direct  labour,  collecting  refuse 
once  a week  in  nine  parishes  and  non-burnable  refuse  once  a month  in  34  parishes.

Where  it  is  necessary,  in  cases  of  notifiable  infectious  disease,  the  rooms  occupied 
by  the  patient  are  sealed  off  and  disinfected  with  a dilute  spray  of  formalin  or  by 
formaldehyde  gas.

(a)  Skirting,  picture  rails,  etc.,  loosened  and  sprayed  with  Zaldecide.  Rooms 
sealed  and  fumigated  with  Thermatox  Fumigators.  The  above  operations  are 
repeated  after  several  days.

14.  RATS  AND  MICE— PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 

The  Council  employ  two  rodent  operatives  who  are  responsible  for  the  survey  of 
the  area  and  for  treatment  of  domestic  and  business  premises  in  which  rats  and  mice  are 
found.  The  treatment  of  domestic  premises  is  carried  out  as  a free  service. 

Although  the  Council  is  the  only  Authority  for  the  administration  and  enforcement 
of  the  Act,  specific  duties  are  placed  upon  the  County  Agricultural  Executive  Committee 
in  respect  of  treatment  of  agricultural  lands  and  premises.  When  areas  are  being  surveyed 
and  treated  there  is  close  co-operation  between  the  Agricultural  Committee’s  staff  and 
the  Council’s  operatives  and,  where  necessary  disinfestation  is  undertaken  simultaneously 
by  the  two  organisations.  This  arrangement  has  worked  satisfactorily  and  has  resulted  in 
a marked  reduction  of  the  rat  population  in  some  areas. 

Regular  treatment  is  apphed  to  the  Council’s  refuse  tips,  where  the  degree  of  infesta- 
tion appears  to  be  considerably  reduced.  Test  baiting  of  sewers  is  undertaken  as  a routine 
measure  once  each  year  and  treatment  carried  out  if  found  necessary.

Under  the  various  Housing  Acts,  941  Houses  have  been  erected  by  this  Council  and 
the  late  Eaton  Socon  Rural  District  Council. 


HOUSING  CONDITIONS 

The  housing  position  in  the  District  has  shown  no  marked  improvement  and  there 
are  still  considerable  waiting  lists  for  Council  Houses  and  for  hcences  to  build  houses 
privately. 
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The  building  of  new  houses  in  various  villages  has  continued  during  the  year,  and  a 
start  was  made  on  the  programme  approved  during  1950.  This  programme  provides 
for  the  continuation  of  village  schemes  but  includes  the  provision  of  larger  estates  in 
certain  villages  where  there  are  the  greatest  concentrations  of  applications.  Negotiations 
in  respect  of  two  of  the  larger  schemes — Eaton  Socon  and  Wootton — had  reached  an 
advanced  stage  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  condition  of  existing  houses  still  remains  unsatisfactory  due  to  the  difficulties 
experienced  in  securing  repairs,  particularly  to  the  older  cottages  in  the  area.  Numerous 
inspections  are  made  by  the  responsible  officers,  and  usually,  the  owners  have  been  found 
willing  to  undertake  repairs  of  an  urgent  character.  Complete  and  satisfactory  repair  and 
improvement  of  the  older  houses  seldom  proves  possible  however,  and  the  general  ten- 
dency is  for  this  type  of  property  to  deteriorate. 

Since  the  end  of  tlie  war,  the  Council  has  undertaken  a survey  of  housing  conditions 
in  the  District  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Ministry  of  Health  Circular 
64/44.  This  survey  has  now  been  completed,  and  the  following  table  gives  details  of  the 
categorisation  of  those  houses  inspected  during  the  year,  together  with  the  categorisation 
of  all  the  houses  classified  under  the  survey.

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Scarlet  Fever 


Twenty-three  cases  of  this  infection  were  notified  as  compared  with  a himdred  and 
fifty-six  last  year.  Nearly  half  of  these  cases  occurred  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  and 
the  maximum  incidence  fell  in  the  5-10  year  age  group. 

Pneumonia 

Of  the  thirty-two  cases  notified,  half  occurred  in  persons  over  65  years  of  age,  and, 
as  might  be  expected,  the  bulk  of  cases  occurred  during  the  cold  winter  weather  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year. 

Whooping  Cough 

Seventy-two  cases  were  notified  as  compared  with  eighty-three  last  year.  The  infec- 
tion carried  over  from  last  year  and  died  down  after  the  first  few  months  of  the  year. 

Measles 

Here,  too,  there  was  a considerable  drop  in  the  number  of  cases  notified — one 
hundred  and  thirty-seven  as  compared  with  last  year’s  figure  of  two  hundred  and  fifty-nine. 
The  majority  of  these  cases  occurred  in  the  second  quarter  of  the  year,  and  more  than  half 
the  cases  occurred  in  children  over  five  years  of  age — both  favourable  factors  in  the  in- 
cidence of  complications. 

Jaundice 

Eight  cases  were  notified,  the  incidence  being  scattered  both  geographically  and 
chronologically. 

Paratyphoid  Fever 

Two  cases  of  this  infection  occurred  during  July  and  other  cases  were  notified 
throughout  the  county  at  about  the  same  time,  but  the  cause  of  the  infection  was  not 
discovered. 

Food  Poisoning 

One  case  of  salmonella  minnesota  infection  occurred  in  December.  Other  cases 
occurred  at  about  the  same  time  in  this  and  neighbouring  counties,  and  the  source  of 
infection  was  found  to  be  pork  pies  manufactured  outside  the  county.  The  necessary 
preventive  measures  were  taken. 

Poliomyelitis 

One  case  of  non-paralj^c  poliomyelitis  was  notified  during  the  summer. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia 

One  case  was  notified. 

Meningitis 

One  case  was  notified  from  the  R.A.F.  Station  at  Cardington. 
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Artificial  Immunisation  Against  Diphtheria. 

With  the  coming  into  force  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  the  County 
Council  assumed  responsibility  for  the  functioning  of  a scheme  under  which  facilities 
are  available  for  children  of  all  ages  to  obtain  this  important  preventive  treatment  free 
of  charge,  either  from  the  family  doctor  at  his  surgery,  or  from  a medical  officer  at  any 
of  the  Welfare  Centres  or  schools  within  the  County. 

The  following  figures  are  presented  through  information  supplied  by  Dr.  G.  K. 
Bowes,  the  Northern  Divisional  Medical  Officer.

These  figures  indicate  that  45  T per  cent  of  the  child  population  under  5 years  of  age 
has  been  immunised  against  diphtheria  as  compared  with  43*2  per  cent  at  the  end  of  1950. 
90*2  per  cent  of  the  child  population  of  5-14  years  has  been  immunised  against  diphtheria 
as  compared  with  96-5  per  cent  at  the  end  of  the  previous  year.  Thus  74-5  per  cent  of  the 
children  under  15  years  of  age  have  been  protected  against  diphtheria  by  immunisation.

By  arrangements  with  the  Borough  of  Bedford,  infected  persons  are  treated  at  the 
Borough  Treatment  Centre,  Commercial  Road,  Bedford,  at  a cost  of  10s.  per  treatment. 

Where  possible,  arrangements  are  made  for  the  other  members  of  the  household  to 
attend  for  treatment  as  contacts  at  the  same  time  as  the  infected  person  or  persons.
